After 
arrival in Sbaogbai many of the newly- 
listed men were sent back to India 
on account of physical unfitness and 
many have been dismissed the Force 
for misbehaviour,

Harnam Singh, 
who gave out that he was to be made a 
Jemedar, became clerk and interpreter, 
Naurang Siogh became s Jemedar and 
set to work with the assistance of 
Harnam Singh to undermine the

Almost 
without exception the men have ex- 
pressed to mo their belief that the 
ative officers are at the ‘bottom of the 
trouble, 











There have been, I think, a few mistakes, 
The Manjba men led by their na 
officer and interpreter have themsel 
largely brought about the present posi- 
tion. Outsiders, watchmen and others, 
bave urged them on by telling them 
that if they make enough fase they will 
get their way. The petition was probably 
pat up by the same men who engineered 
the demonstration on parade on Jaly 
15, viz, Jemedar Naurang Singh, 
Interpreter Haroam Singh and their 
friends outside the Force.

One and sll admit that the material 
conditions of their service in the Shang- 
bai Police are excellent. They are also 
unanimous in saying that all the 
disturbance has been brought aboot by 
the intrigues and quarrelling cf native 
officers and interpreters. 

I would, however, recommend tbat 
the Force should be given clearly to 
understand that, in the ever t of further 
organized misbebaviour, the Station or 
Stations concerned will be worked with 
‘Mobammedane, the Sikhs being 
dismiseed.

Recreation Ground for Chinese, 


‘The following letter is submitted and 
ed for publication with reply as 





Shanghai, January 3, 1911 

Sim,—In view of the practical 
interest which the Council bas taken in 
the purchase and equipping of the 
Recreation Ground of the Chinese 
‘Yonng Men's Christian Aesociation, we 
feel assured that they as well as we, 
desire this field to be thoroughly useful 
1@ purpose for which it is intended, 
‘We therefore take the liberty to set 
before you its farther need at this time. 

The cost of the work of preparing 
the field bas been about Tis. 2,000, and 
this mast now be met. This amount 
for eqaipmont was included in the sub- 
scriptions of fonds which we secured for 
the purchase of the field, but the failare 
of one of our subscribers to make good 
hie large subscription makes it necessary 
for us to seoure additional aid. 

In view of the good state of business 
at the time when the improving 
of the Recreation Ground was under- 
taken, it was felt that it would be an 
easy matter to secure the necessary 
Tis, 2,000 for this porpose from wealthy 
Chinese, but the depressed state of 
business renders the securing of the 
amount difficult, 

One farther need must be met in 
order to make the field useful fora 
semi-public Chinese Recreation Ground, 
‘such as we are pledged to make it. We 
originally estimated that at least twenty- 
five mow of land was needed for the 
parpose. The amount of our subsorip- 
tions limited ns to the purchase of 
little lees than nineteen mow. In 
consequence the ranning track bas bad 
to be made less than » quarter mile, 
which is unfortapate, and what is more 
space for spectators now 
available will sccommodate but a few 
bondred people. This unfortunate 
condition was emphasized at the first 
public event held on the field—the 
atbletic meet prel 
games at Nao peo 
ple #0 overcrowded the field that it was 
almost impossible to carry on the 
events. The field is now useful ase 
training ground and it is being steadily 
‘used for that purpose, bat it is quite 
inadequate for its larger use which 
involves the accommodation of a large 
namber of spectators. In view of the 
newness of athletics and recreative games 
among the Chinese, facilities for acoom- 
modating s considerable number of spec- 
tators are essential as an educative 
Large events, such as the 
national sports held at Nanking Inst 
October, will be frequently held at 
Shanghai in the fatore. We are now 
1g for = series of inter sports 
for Chinese, to be held oat al Ts 
its present conditions these could not 
be held on this field. 

We have just recently learned that 
about five additional mow of land 
adjacent to our field and most favourably 
located are le at Tis. 1,000 per 
mow. This would enable us to extend 
the ranning track to the desired length 
and provide fairly adequate room for 
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aed otber needed athletic 
features, We also learn that a certain 
individual (Chinese), anticipating oar 
fetare need, wishes to parchase the; 
adjacent piece and hold it for fatare 
male at « higher price. We are asst 
that it will be eold to bim if wo do not

Wookow 
Road Morder Case, in mbiob a.number 
of Japanese mere implicated on 
September 23 last, bas, after fall 
investigation by the Japanese Consnlar 
Conrt, resulted in the following 
sentences :—Tohincbi Kawaguda,. who 
covfessed to the marder, was sent to 
the Nagasaki. Locsl Court for trial: 
Masskiatsa Kivemoto, charged . with 
inciting o:hers to assault Chinese, was 
seotenced to two months’ imprisopmant:

of the Mixed Court by breaking into 
sesled-up premises, and with an employe 
of bis removing therefrom a large 
number of cases of liquor. 

Upon the Police wishing to arrest 
Gunther and applying for a» Mixed 
Conrt warrant to do so, they were 
informed that the man was once more 
an American citizen and therefore not 
amenable to Mixed Court jurisdiction, 
although he had insulted that tribanal 
by committing contempt of court, 
So far as the Police are Gather 
has still pendiog against him an appeal 
which he forwarded as « German sub- 
ject to Leipric against the German 
Consular Court in Sbangbsi. We. 
therefore bave a resident of this Settle- 
ment who can at one and the same 
time pose as an American citizen, 
Gorman sodject, and a Foreigner with 
no registration and therefore lisble to 
the authority of the Mixed Coart of 
this Settlement. Suob « situation may 
well afford subject for amusement as 
the chief motive in a comic opera, As 
sober fact with which the Police have’ 
to deal in the coarse of their daties it 
is most disconcerting and subversive 
of law and order. 

Inquiries regarding the morder of 
Kin Gen-sang, which took place on 
October 28 last, have lately resulted 
in the arrest of two natives under 
suspicion of being concerned with the 
murder, it not being the actual murderers. 
‘Accused, who in the meantime bad left 
Shanghai, were located about the middle 
of December and were broaght back 
to this Settlement, Themen ia qnestion 
‘wore brought before the Mixed Coart 
fora prelimioary bearing’on the morsing 
of the 31st altimo, and were sent to the 
City for trial on the capital charge. 
‘The City Magistrate had the prisoners 
before him on the night of the 2nd 
instant, bat as the case mas heard in 
camera no report of the proceedings 
bas yet been received. 

During theprevious month eleven bicy- 
cles havo b:en stolen from the Central

The prompt 
method io which these disturbers of the 
peace were dealt with, and the re- 
introduction of corporal panishment 
‘once more for crime committed within 
the Settlement, bas bad the desired 
effect, an effect which was well known 
would follow. The administration of tbe 
bamboo by the Mixed Court bas for # 
long time past been advocated as the 
ooly deterrent feared by the crimioal 
and loafer classes in Shanghai, and its 
re-introduction, if continned, will go 
{ar to lighten the work of the Police in 
dealing with sach characters, 

Fires.—Doring the month of Decem- 
ber nineteen fires were reported. Of 
this number 8 were extinguished by the 
Fire Brigade, and 11 by the Police and 
inmates. Of the total nomber 10 honses 
were insured and the remsinder not. 
‘Three apprentices belonging to « shop’ 
in the Szechaen Road were charged 
with larceny and attempting to eet fire 
to the above premises, One was rent- 
enced to 11. months’ imprisonment and 
1 month's cangue ; the other two to 1 
month's imprisonment each. 

Sikh Inguiry.—Dariog last month 
the Sikb Inquiry bas been held by 
‘Major 8, R. Davideoo, 47th Sikbs, an 
officer of considerable experience lent by 
the Indian Government. Major David- 
‘son bas bad every opportunity afforded 
him for personal and confidential inquiry 
with any member of the Sikh Branch 
who wished to approsch him. Major 
Davidson's report is pow in the hands 
of the Council, 

Anti- Rent{Campaign.—The contioaa- 
tion of the Anti-Rent Csmpsiga which 
commenced in November last bas to be 
noted with regret. Although the 
movement bas not lacked some support 
from a section of the Chinese commani- 
ty, the endeavour to create serious 
‘trouble io the Settlement on the part. 
of certain unknown persons bas so far 
failed. I regret still more to bave to 
report concerning this matter that co 
operation with the senior Chinese 
responsible official has not been possible, 
owing to the entire lack of support, 
upon his side. 




















Tt may be of interest to state briefly 
few facts concerning events in the 
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Anti-Rent Sempaign which bave come 
to the notice of the police. 

It is probably known that for the last 
month and more every care bas been 
taken to enppress inflammatory meet- 
ings, to prevent the distribution of 
leaflets of « similar natore, 
‘to arrest those concerned in 
deavour. While these precautions have 
been taken within the Settlemrat 
boundary, it might have been supposed 
that the same or even strooger messares 
would have been adopted with the same 
object in the Native City aod on the 
Chinese Bund, where it is now known the 
Anti-Rent Boreao bas bad its Head. 
querters{for some time past, it having 
been removed thereto from within the 
Settlement. But, far from this being 
the case, ivflammatory Aunti-Rent 
meetings with their attendant inflax of 
rowdies h thin the last few days 
been allowed both in the Native City 
‘aod on the Chinese Band. It is only 
because special precautions had already 
been taken on this side that said 
meetings were not the commencement 
of serious disturbances in this Sottle- 
ment. 

‘Tho evente’ of the last few days serve 
to prove that if due precautions are 
taken the Anti-Reot Camya'gn is 
confined to a certain scction only, who 
not content with lawfal meaos for 
the ment of their object. 

‘The great majority of Chinese shop- 
keopers and tevante bave shown them 
selves averse to eny illegal action, 
But, if as evente seem to show there are 
certain persoos who have authority 
outside the Settlement who are not 
scting wholly on the side of order, 
disturbances may not impossibly occur.
